An Armistice Day Appeal. 


In a few days people the world over Will celebrate the second anniver- 
eary of the signing of the Armistice, that great event which signalized the 
final triumph of the cause of freedom over the powers of a military auto- 
cracy bent upon world domination and a-denial of those great principles 
for which liberty lovittg people have struggled and died throughout the long 
centurics of the past. 


Arinistice Day is one which should never“be forgotten, nor its signi- 
ficance to the whole human race ignored. - It should be indelibly written 
Upon the hearts of men and women everywhere, and should be imperish- 
ably stamped int6 the minds of the children now and in generations ‘to 
come, More’ than this, ¢ach recurring anniversary of the Armistice may 
well be marked by some act of a notable character by the people in each 
of the countrics allied’ in the war; some act in the nature of a freewill offer- 
ing, a tangible and practical. expression of thanks for the victory achieved; 
an annually recurring tay upon which some little sacrifice will be made by 
the many in all nations for the benefit of those whose misfortunes and suf- 
ferings call loudly for human Sympathy and practical assistance, . 

So far as Canada is Concerned, the Red Cross proposes some such 
national. observance of Armistice Day this year, and it 1s fitting that the 
world’s greatest and most widely known humanitarian organization should 
thus lead the way. Alone among all voluntary organizations of an inter- 
national character, the Red Cross has been officially recognized by ‘the 
League ‘of Nations as a proper body to exercise functions and discharge 
important administrative duties of &n international character, and it has 
been appealed toby the Council of the League of Nations to undertake as 
its first great. work the checking of the terrible epidemic of disease, noW 

-swecping ovef a large portion ef Europe, and relieve the irfdescribable 
6uttering and distress,which accompdnies and follows that epidemic. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of pcople are-stri¢ken and dying of typhus, tuberculosis 
and hunger, while positively millions of children, thousands upon thousands 
ot whom are orphans, lack food, clothing, shelter and care and are dying 
in appalling numbers, \ 

Vo meet this awful need,-and if pogsible prevent the spread ot typhts 
throughougthe world, the- League of Red’ Cross Societies, whith now in- 
cludes thirty different countries, is sending doctors, nurses, medicines, food 
and other necessities into the stricken countrics. In order that the British 
Empire, always forenrost in works of civilization and hunvanity ali over the 
globe, may discharge its full duty,in the present great emergency, a British 
Empire War Relief Fund has been inaugurated under the patronage 6f 
H.M. the King, and with’ the support of alf pdlitical parties and humani- 

Thissfun@ is to be administered by the British Red 

Cross Saciety in co-operation with the League of-Red Cross Societies. 

The peopl: of the Empire are asked to contribute $10,000,000 to this 
Fund, and of this amqunt,$500,000 has been indicated as the amount which 
Canada ought to supply. The Canadian Red Cross has assumed the task 
of raising this half million dollars, and Armistice Weck has been designated 
as the period durjng which an appeal:.will be made to the Canadian people 
to make contributions. which, in the aggregate, will total that amount. 

The efforts of the Canadian Red Cross during and ‘sinée the war have, 
very properly, been largely confined to‘work'for our owf” soldiers- and 
sailors, and in the direction of promoting health, preventing disease and re- 

-' lieving distress and suffering at home. Now, in the face of untold horrors 
and suffecring,.a world appeal comes through the RedCross to the Canadian 
people. It is an appeal to which the Red Cross organization could not 
turn a deaf ear. It is a call to service which cannot be resisted and must 

-not-be denied. The spirit of the Red -Cross is not -narrow nor selfish; the: 
whole world is its field and all peoples of every clime and color have a claim 
upon its sympathy and-support. 

In Westerh Canada the appeal on behalf of the British Empire War 
Relief Fund will be made to the people through local branches of the Red 
Cross and in the newspapers. All contributions will be sent to Red Cross 
headquarters in the respective, Provincial Divisions, and then forwarded 
through the head office for Canada to the British Red Cross, . 

As was the case on all occasions in the past, it is now,hoped and ex- 
pected that the warm-hearted, open-handed generosity ofthe people of the 
West will result in a prompt response to.the appeal on belialf of the discase 
stricken and starving men, women and, more especially, children of Europe.
